ford hetie/ health protection for 
our children through health super- 
vision." he declared.

vicf^s of a public health nurse. He 
said that more tJian SO per cent, of 
time lost by pupils in his school 
was jirinclpally due to illness. "Be- 
ivvoeh VJlO ajid 1941. 5,981 school 
days were lost through sickness 

alone/' he said.

During Bix> years in the Gospel 
ministry, I have been u&her.ed into 
the presence of mother ,ove so 
pure, uustiniing and unselfish that 
it ^\'ould have brought tears of ap- 
Ipreclation to the eyes of ihe hard- 
est man of the %yorId, However^ 1 
have also been brought face to 
lace with mother love which had 
become so perverted and tainted 
by selfishness that it wouJd have 
caused the tears of shame lo run 
down the cheeks of any genuine 
parent. 

' :Our Sunday, sermons dealt with 
both t>"pes of mothers: JD the 
moiTiing service, when parents 
trciighi their children to tbe alter 
of dedication, we spoke briefly on 
the heanlifiit story of Hannah, the 
mother of Samufl. who offered to 
God a mother's choicest gift, her 
own son. 

jlannah is a perfect example of 
rooiheihood at its best. When 

the story opens, she is chi.dless. 
but hein^' true to the highest and 
best feminine instincts, she asks 
tJie Ivord for :t baby. What a con- 
trast to many Ho called career wo- 
men of to-diiy, who prefer the bit 
oflvanishing filthy lucre they may 
ear]i to the joy and crown of 

ri - 

motherhood! 

-Hannah^s glory ^hine^s the 
brighter when she is heard offering 
her unborn son to God. She may 
have reasoned that a woman who 
becomes a mother is simply one 
of God's ci'^atnrt:-^ who has been 
highly jionoured, because ^be has 
been permitted to cooperate with 
Ood for the creation of a human 
buing. She- may have realized 
therefoie. that the child would be- 
lon'fe to God as well as to horse f^ 
fo 'she dedicated her son even be- 
fore he was born to the service of 
Jeb'ovah. 

It is one thins to ma'ke such a 
promise, but quite another thing 
to jkeej) it. IJui Hannah's glory 
thinen uiidiinmcd. tor as soon as 
the^ child was old enough to leave 
hc-r> she took bint to the Temple, 
and ^ave him lo the High Priest 
fori life-time servicen 

>fow — did Hannah lose her 
child? WeU.'she ost the maternal 
joyj of feeding her boy, of watch- 
ingihim play/of tucking him into 
fbed c-ach .nigiJt. and ibe hundred 
and ono attentions a mother loves 
to 'adminiHter. But she did XOT 
lose her -\>oy. In the iUat place, 
Hhe^ knf^w the joy of co-operating 
T\-ith God for the creation of a nian. 
Bni in the second place, she exper- 
ien<;ed tl^e indescribable joy and 
thrijl of co-operating with God for 
the ju'odnction of a GOOD jnan. a 
■Godly man, whose name stands 
near 'the very lop of the Honour 
Itoi^ of history. 

A\ the evening service, we al- 
lowed our minds to dwell on an 
example of motherhood which be- 
came perverted because of its pio- 
digajiiy and selfish noj^s. She is 
Itehfkah, the mother of Ksau and 
Jacojj, 

The openjug chapter of hej- bi- 
ograjjhy gives us what many con- 
Kide^ the Bible's most beautiful 
Jovelstory. In the hrlnginx togMbcr 
of iFftae and Rebc^k:ih. For twenty 
yearL these two lovers lived in 
exquisite domestic fo.icity and 
liarniony. But at the end of that 
chap er. twins were born, and a 
ntw era be^an for that happy 
liouj^ hold, ' ' ■ -~ 

Thp mother became .*?uilty of 
favouritism. First, she began to

worKk she finally lrrint.ferjed the 
-v/holc- of her violent and prodigal 
love to iht .stay-at'bome hoy. 
Jacob. FavourUlsm will always 
dividj^ a boiric, arid that home was 
tjo exci-pMon. On one hide of the 



cnrtaln were Teaac and his Oider 
son, Esau, doubtless driven closer 
together by their mutual exile to 
which they were driven by the 
mother of th& home. 

So completely did Rebekah 
transfer her love to the boy Jacob, 
that she could play as dirty a trick 
as woman ever played upon a man. 
She deceived her blind and dying 
husband in order to make absolute- 
ly sure that ail the benefits of his 
will would accrue to her favourite 
Jacob. 

These are a f&w of the results 
of that mother's favouritism, which 
when analysed, turns out to be 
sheer selfishness. 

First, she foi-feited Che fellow- 
ship of her husband, Al first, sbe 
did not want his fellowship, but 
there must have been times in 
later life when she yearned ^for 
someone to lOve her and confide 
in her. but found no response, 
even from her husband. Wives. 
he careful! The same thing has 
been enacted in a million homes 
since then. You cannot afford to 
estrange a good husband, for you 
"twain are one flesh." 

Secondly, she lost the affecHon 
of her older son. Once again we 
I say that she did not seem to care 
U fis lor his affection. But in later 
'years, Esau was the only member 
\oi the household within five bund- 
red miles of her. how she must 
have yearned loi' a tender word 
from him. But she herself had 
driven him from her confidence

: and affection. Be careful, mother! 
There is many 'a boy wandering 
the distant sait fiats because his 
mother bestowed the bulk oj her

{her of the boupebold, 

\ Finally, Hannah lost that which 
she cherished most in all the 
world, the fellowship of the boy 
upon whom she bad lavished ail 
her lOve. He bad to flee for his 
life, hut his mother thought he 
would return in a matter of a few 
weeks or months. Rut for twenty 
years he stayed away, not daring 
to lelurn home and face the wrath 
of bis enraged hiother Esau whom 
he and his mother bad conspired 
to defiaud. The pampered boy 
never saw the prodigal mother 
a^rairj. She must have pined away 

I in uns])eakable longing for the 
si^ht of liis face and the sound of 
his voice whfrh never a^ain came 
to hei'. Over her grave in Ihe Cave 
of Machpelah niigbt he inscribed 
the epitaph "Died of a broken 
heart/'
